CHICKASAW SCHOOLS ARE 
DELAYED IN OPENING 


John D. Benedict Superintendent of I 
Indian 
Territory 
schools, has made j 
public the following letter: 
To Chickasaw’ parents: 
The Chickasaw Academies will have 
to be repaired and refurnished, which 
makes it necessary to postpone their 
opening until about October 1st. The 
exact date of their opening will be an­ 
nounced later, when a full attendance 
of pupils is desired. 
The Interior Department refuses to 
continue the old plan of paying board 
to parents, claiming that the money 
should be used only to pay the necessa­ 
ry expenses of educating the children. 
About one hundred and fifty day 
schools will be opened next month in 
various parts of the Chickasaw Nation, 
all of which will be open to Chickasaw 
children. 
I earnestly hope that all of 
these schools will be well attended. 


Aside from the seminaries, I will ask 
the Commissioner of Indian affairs to 
make contracts with a limited number 
of other boarding schools for the board 
and tuition of Chickasaw children as 
soon as I can learn what schools they 
desire to attend. 
Under the rules of 
the Interior Department, however, no 
money can be paid, either for board or 
tuition, unless contracts therefor be 
made in advance, with the Commission­ 
er of Indian Affairs. 
Assuring you that I am anxious to 
do all in my power to secure the best 
educational priviledges for your chil­ 
dren.

RUSSIAN SOLDIERS MURDER 


WITHOUT DISCRIMINATION 


COTTON CROP HEAVY AND 
FARMERS SEILING HEAVY 


Warsaw, Sept. IO.—Terrorists Satur. 
day evening shot and killed two soldiers 
guarding a government alchohol store 
at Siedlice. 
A detachment of infantry 
rushed up and fired a volley into the 
crow’d. killing tw’o persons and wound­ 
ing two. 
Sunday morning the Terror­ 
ists retalliated by beginning a massa­ 
cre of policemen and soldiers patrolling 
the streets, and at noon the infuriated 
troops attacked the Jewish quarters of 
Siedlice, destroying the houses and 
shops. 
It is reported that over a hun­ 
dred persons were killed or wounded 
and that the tow*n is in flames. 
All day the soldiers attacked civil­ 
ians Christians, or Jews, robbing and 
murdering them without discrimination. 


Hundreds of persons 
w’ere killed or 
wounded. Three streets were devastat­ 
ed. 
It is reported that drunken revo­ 
lutionists started the massacre. 
Troops have surrounded the city and 
refuse access to it. 
A regiment of infantry’ has been sent 
from Delia to Siedlice to restore order. 
The people here are panic-stricken. 
Alarming rumors are being circulate d 
in the city.

Gather together a few friends 
for an informal evening by sending out 
invitations printed 
on shavings and 
wrapped in green leaves, to bring out the 
forest idea. 
The rooms of the cottage must be dec­ 
orated in branches and leaves, with 
leaves strung for curtains, if the enter­ 
tainment may be celebrated near the 
bouse. 
Whether the forest yard of a 
summer home or the depth of the forest 
itself is chosen for the entertainment, j 
amusement and novelty can be intro­ 
duced by having an amateur production 
of some of the scenes in Midsummer 
Night’s Dream or Forest of Arden scenes 
from As You Like It. Where the friend­ 
ships are close and the productions are 
given with a view to fun. nothing is more 
interesting than amateur theatricals, 
and this could easily be carried out in 
these scenes from Shakespeare, since 
historians tell us that the original pro­ 
ductions of the work of the bard were 
given with no stage setting but those of 
nature. 
lf the entertainment is given in the 
forest, the 
refreshments, of course, 
must be of picnic style, and served imme­ 
diately following the theatricals. If in 
the yard of the home, the same idea may 
be carried out. but if in the home, the 
dining room should be made as nearly 
like a forest as possible, with its dec­ 
orations of branches aud leaves. Th * 
table should be left bare, except for many 
green leaf doilies. The centerpiece may 
be sticks crossed in imitation of the 
crane. 
Hang from this a small wooden 
bucket filled with wood vines or flowers. 
Light the table with green candles set in 
wooden candle sticks and shaded with 
green leaf shades. 
The refreshments 
may be as elaborate or as simple as the 
host or hostess chooses a nut salad 
would be appropriate, as would potato 
chips, olives, chocolate or carmel ice 
cream, if the brow n idea is carried out, 
pistache if the green, with chocolate 
cake and coffee and filially bon bons 
made to represent acorns.

METHODIST 
PROTESTANTS. 


Reported to Be Arranging to Merge 
Their Interests with Other 
Churches. 


One of the denominations which is 
arranging to merge its interests with 
the Congregational churches and the 
Toited Brethren, under a new name, is 
the Methodist Protestant, says the In­ 
terior. The agencies of the missionary 
activities of the Methodist Protestant 
church have received and 
disbursed 
$500,000 for missionary work, about 
$400,000 of this amount in. the foreign 
field. 
With about $100,000 has helped 
to establish and maintain 73 churches, 
with property worth $500,000 and 6,60«) 
members, 
paying 
pastors' 
salaries- 
amounting to $25,000 and contributing 
to all purposes over $80,000 annually. 
Japan is at present its only 
roreign 
field, but arrangements are being made 
to send four missionaries to China 
very soon. 
The board has sent 26 
missionaries to Japan and the Wom­ 
an's society perhaps half as many, and 
the entire force in Japan at present 
must number nearly 50, including pas­ 
tors, evangelists, teachers 
and 
Bible 
women. The revival spirit pervades the 
churches. The mission 
workers 
are 
said to be greatly encouraged and the 
only real discouragement is the lack of 
men and means to improve opportuni­ 
ties. 
The 
Methodist 
Protestants in 
common with 
other 
Methodists 
in 
Japan, it is said, are very desirous of 
a union of all the M ethodists there 
upon a basis adopted unaimously there 
and submitted for consideration by the 
mission 
authorities 
of 
the 
home 
churches. 
Two meetings of the joint 
commissioners appointed by the Meth­ 
odist churches in the Toited States and 
Canada have been held recently; but 
disagreement on the policy has thus 
far prevented the adoption of the basis 
of union.

What Consecrated College Man Has 
Accomplished Among Young 
Men at Tientsin. 


Mr. Robert Gailey, who was known 
during the '90s as a champion foot­ 
ball player in Princeton, has for the 
past seven years been in charge of 
the Young Men s Christian association 
rooms at Tientsin. China, where the 
organization occupies what was form­ 
erly a mandarin’s palace containing 
IOO apartments. 
Some of these rooms 
have been fitted up with scientific ap­ 
paratus, and the Princeton secretary 
gives lectures upon electricity, astron­ 
omy and, by the aid of a very large 
globe, upon geography. 
He has 
con­ 
vinced the intelligent young men 
of 
Tientsin that an eclipse is not caused 
by a great dog attempting to eat up 
the moon; that electricity can be pro­ 
duced without an appeal to the thun­ 
der god, and that China is not the only 
country on the globe. 
Mr. Gailey 
is 
seeking a larger endowment for his 
work and will doubtless get it. since 
it Is through such agencies the isola­ 
tion of the Celestial empire must be 
finally overcome. 
The 
Y. M. C. 
A. 
reaches a class older than that reached 
by the missionary schools, but a class 
not as yet too old to be reached at all. 
At Tientsin 94 per cent. of the cost oA, 
the association support is met by the 
non-Christian population, 
who 
have 
come to appreciate the worth of such 
an institution.

DELAYED IN OPENING 


John D. Benedict Superintendent of 
ndian Territory 
schools, has i lade 


>ublic the following letter: 
fo Chickasaw parents: 


The Chickasaw Academies will have 


,o be repaired and refurnished, which 
makes it necessary to postpone their 
opening until about October 1st. The 
exact date of their opening will be an- 
nounced later, when a full attendance 
of pupils is desired. 


The Interior Department refuses to 


continue the old plan of paying board 
to parents, claiming that the money 
should be used only to pay the necessa- 
ry expenses of educating the children. 


About one hundred and fifty day 


schools will be opened next month in 
various parts of the Chickasaw Nation, 
all of which will be open to Chickasaw 
children. I earnestly hope that all of 
,hese schools will be well attended. 


Aside from the seminaries, I will ask 


the Commissioner of Indian affairs to 
make contracts with a limited number 
of other boarding schools for the board 
and tuition of Chickasaw children as 
soon as I can learn what schools they 
desire to attend. Under the rules of 
the Interior Department, however, no 
money can be paid, either for board or 
tuition, unless contracts therefor be 
made in advance, with the Commission- 
er of Indian Affairs. 


Assuring you that I am anxious to 


do all in my power to secure the best 
educational priviledges for your chil- 
dren.

WITHOUT DISCRIMINATION 


Warsaw, Sept. 10.—Terrorists Satur. 


day evening shot and killed two soldiers 
guarding a government alchohol store 
at Siedlice. A detachment of infantry 
rushed up and fired a volley into the 
crowd, killing two persons and wound- 
ing two. Sunday morning the Terror- 
ists retalliated by beginning a massa- 
cre of policemen and soldiers patrolling 
the streets, and at noon the infuriated 
troops attacked the Jewish quarters of 
Siedlice, destroying the houses and 
shops. It is reported that over a hun- 
dred persons were killed or wounded 
and that the town is in flames. 


All day the soldiers attacked civil- 


ians Christians, or Jews, robbing and 
murdering them without discrimination. 


Hundreds of persons were killed or 
wounded. Three streets were devastat- 
ed. It is reported that drunken revo- 
lutionists started the massacre. 


Troops have surrounded the city and 


refuse access to it. 


A regiment of infantry has been sent 


from Delia to Siedlice to restore order. 


The people here are panic-stricken. 


Alarming rumors are being circulate d 
in the city.

THE SKILLED MECHANIC 


Author of "Tb« BW-HOW. to H«to Him Suco-gd," " 


Th* terms skilled or skillful may b« 


«o broadly defined as to cover all hand 
work requiring more than the exercise 
of automatic action, and It may be so 
narrowed as to eliminate any work 
Bare that of extraordinary, or. at least, 
of more than ordinary mechanical abil- 
ity.For the sake of convenience. I pro- 
pose to consider in this article all 
hand-workers whose employment de- 
mands the use of their brain at the 
teame time that 
they exercise their 


muscles. Such men may be classified 
las braln-and-hand-workers or as hand- 
iand-oraln-workers, in the one case the 
[brain doing more than the hand; and 
Jin the other, the hand accomplishing 
•more tban half of the work. 


The expert worker is .commercially 


'one grade above the skilled mechanic; 
by the combination of ability and ex* 
perience. he does soaie particular kind 
of work better than it can be executed 
by the so-called skilled 
workman. 


Neither the skilled mechanic, nor the 
expert workman, nor anyone who em- 
ploys both brain and hands, can be 
classed as a laborer, or as a mechanic 
in a purely mechanical sense 
While 


By ihe false ethics of an artificial soci- 
ety the skilled mechanic anil the ma- 
jority of expert workmen are not con- 
sidered the social equals of successful 
workers in some other callings, they 
are recogni/ed at their full worth by 
the representatives of civilised society. 
A nil this recognition is advancing in 
mighty strides, and saoner or later the 
combination of brain and hand work 
will iimk so high that society will dare 
tile no exceptions to it. 


The formation of gigantic monopo- 


lies, the consolidations of capital, and 
the fearful increase of business upon 
paper, cannot but produce a reaction 
which will apprize work at 
work's 


value, and 
render 
unto 
Intelligent 


workmen 
the appreciation of high 


progress 
The skilled workman is a 


product of civilisation, and progress In 
no small measure depends upon the 
work of his brain and of his hand. He 
is a builder of something, a maker of 
the fungible 
The Institute of technol- 


ogy and the technical school are to-day 
more vigorously pushing progress than 
are mr.ny of our classical institutions 
which teach less of the necessities than 
the realities of life 
Chances to Rise. 


The bright, capable workman, with 


n fair education, does not permanently 
remain at a standstill In any depart- 
ment of mechanics, unless. In spite of 
his mechanical ingenuity and capacity, 
he completely lucks ambition, a con- 
dition which too often exists 
Sooner 


or later he may become a foreman 01 
supeimtendent, and possibly a manu- 
facturer 


The boy without pronounced busi- 


ness or professional capacity stands a 
better chance of success, both in the 
present and for the future, by entering 
some trade which allows his hand to 
do his hand's best, than by taking 
chances with what he is probably un 
fitted for 
If the bulk of his work is 


something which encourages and de- 
velops his handicraft, he Is reasonably 
certain of rising from the ranks and 
of 
earning a comfortable livelihood 


The workman is almost certain of per 
ruatu-nr living wages. 


If >-is mind takes little thought of 


what his hind Is doing, an ordinary 
mechanic he will remain, but If the 
work of his hand comes under the In- 
telligent direction of his 
brain, then 


he will rise as high as his combination 
of brain and hand will allow, which 
may be. only a few steps above the or- 
dinary or to any height, even to tHat 
of manufacturer and proprietor. 


The ordinary mechanic, above the 


laborer grado and beyond the appren- 
ticeship step, earns from $10 to $12 a 
week on an average, and up to seven 
dollars a day as a maximum 
The 


skilled woikman. who is able to do 
something beyond mere hand-work 
seldom receives less than tnree dollars 
a day, and from that up to five dollars 
a day. The expert workman often 
earns as much as $2,000 a year, ant 
from fiat up to $6,000 a year, although 
comparatively few receive the latter 
amount 
His average income is prob 


ably not In excess of $2,000. although 
there are by no means a small number 
earning as much as $2,500 a year. The 
foreman and superintendent, who are 
either skilled workmen or expert work- 
ers, and who are disciplinarians as wel 
as mechanics, are seldom paid less 
than $1.000 a year, the amxlmum be 
ing uot far from $10,000, and the aver 
age from $1,2QO to $1,500 a year. 


The terms foreman and superintend

lag mechanics, and often grade with 
foremen and *up*rlnt*ndent*.

The man at the top, no matter what 


his calling may be. is a man of mark. 
The best shoemaker in town .is not 
often out of work. The best black- 
smith has about all he can do. The 
well-Informed and reliable engineer 
works on full time. He knows some- 
thing, and if that something be a com- 
modity, he is likely to be busy year in 
and year out, and his ( earnings 
give htm all of the necessities 
many of the comforts of life. 


Electricians as a class are well paid, 


because where expertness is required 
good electricians must not only be 
first-class mecbanlcs, but must under- 
stand the principles of electricity. To 
an extent, at least, thay are 
expert 


workers. The railroad engineer is a 
machinist, but he is classed above the 
ordinary mechanic. He Is a man of 
nerve, of character, of presence of 
mind, of discretion, and able to meet 
emergencies. 
Without an abundance 


of qualities beyond those of mechanical 


blUty, he would not be able to suc- 
cessfully hold the throttle of a freight 
ocoinotlve. 
Ability in Demand. 


While shrewdness in business paya 


setter than skill in mechanics, and 
while this business quality undoubted- 
y wins a greater money return than 
loes any work of hand or of intellect, 
et the skilled workman is not without 
opportunity for rapid advancement. He 
s in iio sense a second factor In civili- 
zation. As a matter of fact, he has a 
right to be really prouder of his at- 
ainment than has the man 
whose 


wealth consists only of money. When 
civilization advances another peg. the 
kllle-1 mechanic, the 
man of 
brain 


and hand-action, will have the same 
social recognition as does the rank and 
tile of our business and 
professional 


men. The quality of skilled labor Is 
rapidly growing better, and 
is pro- 


gressing by such gigantic strides that 
t is only a question of time when the 
ntelllgent work of the hand will 
be 


considered upon the same plane as Is 
he work of the brain, and there will 
be no such thing as despised labor. 
There will be little labor that involves 
muscle alone. 


Comparatively few educational 
nu- 


thori'it-s. or those who have given ed- 
ucational ways and means intelligent 
thought, are in favor of a classical col- 
ege education for those who propose 
:o entei a mechanical trade; but the 
educational opinion is almost unani- 
mous In advising, for anyone who In- 
tends to be more than a common 
labor°r, a course 
in 
the 
(ethnical 


school of Institute of technology, or, at 
east, a course in manual training. The 
tK>y wuo enters a 
trade 
without, at 


least, a partial technical education, Is 
liable to stay near the bottom, or to 
rise ve-y slowly, while the technical- 
school-trained boy usually makes rapid 
advances after his first year at work 
Of com ye. experience teaches, but ex- 
perience Is < lien too far away to prop- 
erly instriur. in the preliminaries. 
A 


[ew ye<us given to hard technical study 
In a good trade school or institute of 
techno.ogy will pay better In the end 
than can any amount of working ex- 
perience 
Hut on the other hand tech- 


nical eauca'ion without experience Is 
well-iiigh worthless. 


Experience without technical educa- 


tion is worth something. The com- 
bination of the two wins success. A 
thorough technical education, with ex- 
perience, never allows Its possessor to 
remain at » standstill He must rise 
and generally rises rapidly. 
Technical Training. 


No boy should begin to learn a trad? 


unless poveity requires It, until he has 
receive.! u good common school edu- 
cation; and, if possible, he should en- 
ter some technical school to be sclen 
tlftcally 
trained for his work. Time 


spent In a technical 
school 
is 
no 


wasted. It pays. Perhaps not during 
the tlrnt yeai of active work, but dur 
ing the second year Its advantages wll 
permanently appear. 
The 
well-edu 


cated hand-worker is sure to outstrip 
the untrained workman 
It Is a fac 


that 
few 
well-educated

trained mechanics remain In the re a 
ranks, and that most of them are 
either front-rank workmen, or are pro 
tnoted io command. 
• Let 'is take two boys of equal capacl 
ty and of equal trade opportunity. Om 
spenu-J. say three years, in the tech 
nlcal school, and the other enters tn

after graduation 


from the common school. The latte 
boy has three years trade-start of th> 
Bother. At the end of three years th 
"first DOV, educated and school-trainee 
for his work, enters the same shop. In 
shop experience he Is three years be 
hind the other, and for one or

years the untrained and unskilled bo; 
may be his superior; but at the end o 
five years the boy especially trainee 
with a solid technical education ba,c 
of him, will outstrip the untrained bo;

Education fits for experience. Ex 


perieuce seldom takes the place of edu 
cation, and when It does, it does so a 
the expense of the Individual. 


One'? earlier years are, by natur 


and by convenience, an absorbent an 
educational period, In which It I* nat 
ural und caay for one to enjoy schoo 
study..and to acquire to* kaowlcdx 


which chould precede actual expert* 
ence. The nrst few years of teehntoat 
chool training rive a foundation, 
hich the actual work In tho shop 


cannot afford* Experience need* edu- 
aljion for Its economical development. 
The scientific or technical school dls- 
tpllnea the boy's mind, and give* htm, 
n tho r.toat economical way, the broad 
principles of mechanics—the principle* 
which experience teaches more slowly. 


Too much cannot be said to impre** 
he would-be skilled mechanic with 
he enormous advantage of a technical 
education, to be obtained in some high* 
grade institution, where the principle* 
of mechanics are broadly taught. Th* 
graduate of the polytechnic Institute, 
or other technical school, will find hi* 
diploma the key to a position. 


It should be clearly understood that 


iducat ion, in itself, will no! produce 
he skilled workman or expert hand- 
worker. Education, to be of any use, 
must h.ive something to work upon— 
some r.atural ability in the first place. 
Without this basic material, the moat 
Iberal education Is worthless, and cer- 
alnly has no commercial value. 
Aids to Success. 


The boy of natural capacity, with a 


willingness to work, and an ambition 
o amount to something, finds that his 
education makes It much easier for 
him U> market his ability; and, fur- 
ther, It enables him to develop much 
more rapidly than he could hope to do 
f he entered the shop directly from 
.he common school. The man is made 
'rom the boy. not the boy from the 
man. As the crude boy is shaped, so is 
the man likely to be. Therefore, the 
boy's educational years will probably 
be the most Important ones of his 
whole life. 


The world needs more skilled work- 


men and expert hand-workers. There 
is room for many more than are now 
available. These men, far more than 
the business men, are the pushers of 
progress. They, with the farmer, are 
producers of material commodities. 
They actually do something, something 
which contributes to 
the 
roundness 


and 
xv holeness of life. 


A liberal technical education is an 


asset: First, because it assists In de- 
veloping ambition; second, because It 
broadens the 
mind 
and 
makes 
It 


adaptable to the work of both 
the 


mln.1 and the hand; third, It disci- 
plines the mind, that the mind may 
the more master the muscle; fourth, it 
opens opportunity for advancement; 
fifth, it is economical, because It ejia- 
blea the boy to accomplish more In a 
given time, after he is fairly started In 
Ills work, than he could possibly effect 
without this education, 
sixth, it fits 


him ior proprietorship. 


The blacksmith, unless he Is self- 


taught, at an expense far greater In the 
aggregate than is the cost of being 
school-taught. Is many times 
more 


likely to remain a journeyman black- 
smith than Is his neighbor who has 
had the advantage of some sort of 
technical education. This trained man 
will uot long remain ut the anvil 
In 


time, he will be master of many an- 
vils and of anvil nieu 
True, he may 


rise tc proprietorship without the aid 
of the technical school, but he will be 
promoted quicker with 
this 
school- 


taught education, and r:m hold his qwn 
bettor than he can hopp to do other- 
wise 
This argument applies to other 


mechanical depaitments, much 
more 


than it does to blacKsmlthing. 
It Is 


simply a question of going to one's 
work before the mlud and hand nr* 
economically and practically tr.ilned, 
or of going at it with mind mid haim 
especially trained and disciplined to do 
that work in the mo->t economio.il nnd 
satisfactory manner. 
Finding a Level. 


I am not unfamiliar with the criti- 


cism, which is sometimes merited, that 
the technical school-taught boy lcu\ea 
the institute with u head out ot pro- 
portion to 
his 
body, jnd 
consider* , 


himself superior to manual Inlioi. Un- 
doubtedly this Is the case lu altoujc'her 
too niuny Instances, but If ihe boy ha* 
the right stuff In him this big-headed- 
ness is only a tiausk-nt affliction, and 
will do but temporary harm. The tech- 
nical school never mude u wise man 
out of a fool, never maclt1 a mechanical 
genius out ot a boy who could not saw 
u board straight, and never will. It 
simply gives the boy of parts a better 
opportunity to use what is lu him. 
That is all U can do, and that is all 
It' should do. It is tho boy's business 
to do the rest. The more thorough the 
preparation, the greatei the chance of 
success. 


The rapid Increase in manual train- 


Ing schools in our cities and larger 
towns has done much to properly fit 
our boys, and especially our poor boys, 
for lucrative positions. School boards 
alt over the country, and even lu some 
ot the smaller towns, are beginning to 
appreciate the usefulness of the tech- 
nical school, and are establishing man- 
ual training schools or classes. Not a 
few of 
our manufacturing establish- 


ments are supporting training schools, 
where the sons of workmen are edu- 
cated free of charge, or at nominal 
cost. 
x 


The future of American manufac- 


tures Is, to a large extent, vented in 
the manual-training and 
technical 


school of to-day. America cannot hold 
the position she has worked so hard to 
obtain, unless she does more than she 
ever I1 as done before to educate tho 
young in technical matters. 
Within 


the next few years I expect to see a 
technical or manual-training school 
located in every country center as a 
part of the educational system. What 
we have to do, we must do; but let us 
prepare for what we have to do. so 
that what we have to do may be ac- 
complished at the minimum of exhaus- 
tion and at the maximum of effective- 
ness.

The possibilities for the celebration 


Of a wooden wedding are as numberless 
as the sands of the seashore. Wooden 
novelties are so easily obtained and de- 
tails which may make the entertainment 
novel are so easily carried out that this 
celebration of this fifth year of wedded 
life Is moat attractive. 


At this season of the year a wooden 


wedding celebration can be made a bit 
unusual by having a forest as the set- 
ting for the affair 
If the host and 


hostess-to-be are fortunate enough to 
have a summer home in the country or 
near the water then these plans are half 
made. Gather together a few friends 
for an Informal evening by sending out 
Invitations printed on shavings and 
wrapped in green leaves, to bring out the 
forest idea. 


The rooms of the cottage must be dec-

interesting than amateur theatricals, 
and this could easily be carried out in 
these scenes from Shakespeare, since 
historians tell us that the original pro- 
ductions of the work of the bard were 
given with no stage setting but those of 
nature. 


If the entertainment is given In the 


forest, the 
refreshments, of course, 


must be of picnic style, and served imme- 
diately following the theatricals 
If in

CHICKASAW SCHOOLS ARE 


DELAYED IN OPENING 


John D. Benedict Superintendent of 


Indian Territory 
schools, has i.iade 


public the following letter: 
To Chickasaw parents: 


The Chickasaw Academies will have 


to be repaired and refurnished, which 
makes it necessary to postpone their 
opening until about October 1st. The 
exact date of their opening will be an- 
nounced later, when a full attendance 
of pupils is desired. 


The Interior Department refuses to 


continue the old plan of paying board 
to parents, claiming that the money 
should be used only to pay the necessa- 
ry expenses of educating the children. 


About one hundred and fifty day 


schools will be opened next month in 
various parts of the Chickasaw Nation, 
all of which will be open to Chickasaw 
children. I earnestly hope that all of 
these schools will be well attended. 


Aside from the seminaries, I will ask 


the Commissioner of Indian affairs to 
make contracts with a limited number 
of other boarding schools for the board 
and tuition of Chickasaw children as 
soon as I can learn what schools they 
desire to attend. Under the rules of 
the Interior Department, however, no 
money can be paid, either for board or 
tuition, unless contracts therefor be 
made in advance, with the Commission- 
er of Indian Affairs.

do all in my power to secure the beat 
educational priviledges for your chil- 
dren.

RUSSIAN SOLDIERS MURDER 


WITHOUT DISCRIMINATION 


Warsaw, Sept. 10.—Terrorists Satur. 


day evening shot and killed two soldiers 
guarding a government alchohol store 
at Siedlice. A detachment of infantry 
rushed up and fired a volley into the 
crowd, killing two persons and wound- 
ing two. Sunday morning the Terror- 
ists retalliated by beginning a massa- 
cre of policemen and soldiers patrolling 
the streets, and at noon the infuriated 
troops attacked the Jewish quarters of 
Siedlice, destroying the houses and 
shops. It is reported that over a hun- 
dred persons were killed or wounded 
and that the town is in flames. 


All day the soldiers attacked civil- 


ians Christians, or Jews, robbing and 
murdering them without discrimination. 


Hundreds of persons were killed or 
wounded. Three streets were devastat- 
ed. It is reported that drunken revo- 
lutionists started the massacre. 


Troops have surrounded the city and 


refuse access to it. 


A regiment of infantry has been sent 


from Delia to Siedlice to restore order. 


The people here are panic-stricken. 


Alarming rumors are being circulate d 
in the city.

The terms skilled or skillful may b« 


«o broadly defined as to cover all hand 
work requiring more than the exercise 
of automatic action, and it may be so 
narrowed a« to eliminate any work 
sare that of extraordinary, or, at least, 
of more than ordinary mechanical abil- 
ity. 


For the sake of convenience, I pro- 


pose to consider in this article all 
baud-workers whose employment de- 
mands the use of their brain at the 
teame time that 
they exercise 
their 


(muscles. Such men may be classified 
las braln-and-hand-workers or as hand- 
Jaod-oraln-workers, in the one case the 
[brain doing more than the hand; and 
Jin the other, the hand accomplishing 
•more tban half of the work. 


The expert worker is .commercially 


'one grade above the skilled mechanic; 
by the combination of ability and ex* 
perience. he does some particular kind 
of work better than it can be executed 
by the so-called skilled workman. 
Neither (he skilled mechanic, nor the 
expert workman, nor anyone who em- 
ploys both brain and hands, can be 
classed as a laborer, or as a mechanic 
in a purely mechanical sense 
While 


By ihe false ethics of an artificial soci- 
ety the skilled mechanic and the ma- 
jority of expert workmen are not con- 
sidered the social equals of successful 
workers in some other callings, they 
are recognised at their full worth by 
the representatives of civilised society. 
And this recognition is advancing in 
mighty strides, and sooner or later the 
combination of brain and hand work 
will iimk so high that society will dare 
tile no exceptions to it. 


The formation of gigantic monopo- 


lies, the consolidations of capital, and 
the fearful increase of business upou 
paper, cannot but produce a reaction 
which will apprize work at 
work's 


value, and 
render 
unto 
Intelligent 


workmen 
the appreciation 
of high 


progress 
The skilled workman is a 


product of civilisation, and progress In 
no small measure depends upon the 
work of his brain and of his hand. He 
is a builder of something, a maker of 
the fungible 
The Institute of technol- 


ogy and the technical school are to-day 
more vigorously pushing progress than 
are mr.ny of our classical institutions 
which teach less of the necessities than 
the realities of life 
Chances to Rise. 


The bright, capable workman, with 


n fair education, does not permanently 
remain at a standstill in any depart- 
ment of mechanics, unless. In spite of 
his UKchanieal ingenuity and capacity, 
he completely lucks ambition, a con- 
dition which too often exists 
Sooner 


or later he may become a foreman 01 
supeimtendent, and possibly a manu- 
facturer 


The boy without pronounced busi- 


ness or professional capacity stands a 
better chance of success, both in the 
present and for the future, by entering 
some trade which allows his hand to 
do his hand's best, than 
by taking 


chances with what he Is probably un- 
fitted for 
If the bulk of his work is 


something which encourages and de- 
velops his handicraft, he is reasonably 
certain of rising from the ranks and 
of 
earning a comfortable livelihood 


The workman is almost certain of per- 
manent living wages. 


If *MS mind takes little thought of 


what his hind Is doing, an ordinary 
mechanic he will remain, but If the 
work of his hand comes under the In- 
telligent direction of his 
brain, then 


he will rise as high as his combination 
of brain and hand will allow, which 
may be. only a few steps above the or- 
dinary or to any height, even to tfiat 
of manufacturer and proprietor. 


The ordinary mechanic, above the 


laborer grddo ami beyond the appren- 
ticeship step, earns from 910 to $12 a 
week on an average, and up to seven 
dollars a day as a maximum 
The 


skilled woikmun, who is able to 
do 


something beyond mere hand-work, 
seldom receives less than tnree dollars 
a day, and from that up to five dollars 
a day. The expert 
workman often 


earns as much as |2,000 a year, and 
from t*iat up to $6.000 a year, although 
comparatively few receive the latter 
amount 
His average income is prob- 


ably not In excess of 92,000, although 
there are by no means a small number 
earning as much as $2,500 a year. The 
foreman and superintendent, who are 
either skilled workmen or expert work- 
ers, and who are disciplinarians as well 
as mechanics, are seldom paid less 
than $1,000 a year, the amxlmum be- 
ing not far from $10,000, and the aver- 
age from $1,290 to $1,500 a year. 


The terms foreman and superintend- 


ent are, to an extent, analogous, and 
frequently both offices are vested In 
one person; 
but the superintendent 


outranks the foreman, the latter being 
usually in charge of a 
department, 


•while the superintendent Is manager 
of. several departments, and has gen- 
eral oversight of the foreman. 


Skilled workmen are usually In de- 


mand, and are seldom out of work for 
more than a limited period. They are 
.not aa likeKy to be affected by depres- 
sions In business as arp those of or- 
dinary capacity. Expert workmen rep- 
resent the highest claw of hand-work- 
ing mechanics, and often grade with 
foremen and superintendent*, 


, Jr.), 


The man at the top, no matter what 


his calling may be, is a man of mark. 
The beat shoemaker in town ,1s not 
often out of work. The best black- 
smith has about all he can do. The 
well-lntormed and reliable engineer 
works on full time. He knows some- 
thing, and If that something be a com- 
modity, he is likely to be busy year in 
and year out, and his, earnings will 
give htm all of the necessities and 
many of the comforts of life. 


Electricians as a class are well paid, 


because where expertness is required 
good electricians must not only be 
first-class mechanics, but must under- 
stand the principles of electricity. To 
an extent, at least, thay are expert 
workers. 
The railroad engineer la a 


machinist, but he is classed above the 
ordinary mechanic. He is a man of 
nerve, of 
character, of 
presence 
of 


mind, of discretion, and able to meet 
emergencies. 
Without an abundance 


of qualities beyond those of mechanical 
ability, he would not be able to suc- 
cessfully hold the throttle of a freight 
locomotive. 
Ability in Demand. 


While shrewdness in business pays 


better than skill In mechanics, and 
while this business quality undoubted- 
ly wins a greater money return than 
does any work of hand or of intellect, 
yet the skilled workman is not without 
opportunity for rapid advancement. He 
is in iio sense a second factor in civili- 
zation. As a matter of fact, he has a 
right to be really prouder of his at- 
tainment than has the man 
whose 


wealth consists only of money. When 
civilization advances another peg, the 
skllle-i mechanic, the 
man of brain 


and hand-action, will have the same 
social recognition as does the rank and 
tile of our business and 
professional 


men. The quality of skilled labor Is 
rapidly growing better, and 
is pro- 


gressing by such gigantic strides that 
it Is only a question of time when the 
Intelligent work of the hand will 
be 


considered upou the same plane as Is 
the work of the brain, and there will 
be no such thing as despised labor. 
There will be little labor that involves 
muscle alone. 


Comparatively few educational 
nu- 


thori'its. or those who have given ed- 
ucational ways and means intelligent 
thought, are In favor of a classical col- 
lege education for those who propose 
to entei a mechanical trade; but the 
educational opinion Is almost ununi- 
nious in advising, for anyone who In- 
tends to be more than 
a common 


laborer, a course 
in 
the 
(ethnical 


school of Institute of technology, or, at 
leajjt. a course in manual training. The 
boy wiio enters a 
trade 
without, at 


least, a partial technical education, Is 
liable to stay near the bottom, or to 
rise ve-y slowly, while the technlcal- 
school-traineil boy usually makes rapid 
advances after his first year at work. 
Of com ye. experience teaches, but ex- 
perience Is < lien too far away to prop- 
erly instriut in the preliminaries. 
A 


few ye<us given to hard technical study 
In a good trade school or institute of 
techno.ogy will pay better In the end 
than can any amount of working ex- 
perience 
Hut on the other hand tech- 


nical eauca'ion without experience la 
well-iiigh worthless. 


Experience without technical educa- 


tion Is worth something. The com- 
bination of the two wlus success. 
A 


thorough technical education, with ex- 
perience, never allows Its possessor to 
remain at » standstill 
He must rise, 


and generally rises rapidly. 
Technical Training. 


No boy should begin to learn a trade, 


unless poveity requires It, until he has 
receive.! u good common school edu- 
cation; and, if possible, he should en- 
ter some technical school to be scien- 
tifically 
trained for 
his work. Time 


spent in a technical 
school 
is 
not 


wasted. It pays. Perhaps not during 
the tirnt yeai of active work, but dur- 
ing the second year Its advantages will 
permanently appear. 
The 
well-edu- 


cated hand-worker is sure to outstrip 
the untrained workman 
It Is a fact 


that 
few 
well-educated 
and 
well- 


trained mechanics remain In the rear 
ranks, ami that most of 
them are 


either front-rank workmen, or are pro- 
moted io command. 
• Let 'is take two boys of equal capaci- 
ty and of equal trade opportunity. One 
spenda. say three years, in the tech- 
nical school, and the other enters tne 
shop 
immediately after graduation 


from the common school. The latter 
boy has three years trade-start of the 
Bother. At the end of three years the 
first DOV, educated and school-trained 
for his work, enters the same shop. In 
shop experience he Is three years be- 
hind the other, and for one or two 
years the untrained and unskilled boy 
may be his superior; but at the end of 
five years the boy especially trained, 
with a solid technical education ba,ck 
of him, will outstrip the untrained boy 
two to one, all things being equal. 


Education fits for experience. 
Ex- 


perience seldom takes the place of edu- 
cation, and when It does, It does so at 
the expense of the Individual. 


One'? earlier years are, by nature 


and by convenience, an absorbent and 
educational period, in which It la nat- 
ural nnd easy for one to enjoy school 
study..and to acquire tne knowledge 


which should precede actual expert* 
ence. Tne drat few years of teetmiaai 
school training give a foundation, 
which the actual work In the shop 
cannot afford* Experience needs edu- 
cation for Its economical development. 
The scientific or technical school dis- 
ciplines the boy's mind, and (ires htm, 
in tho r.tost economical way, the broad 
principles of mechanics—the principles 
which experience teaches more slowly. 


Too much cannot be said to Impress 


the would-be skilled mechanic with 
the enormous advantage of a technical 
education, to be obtained in some high* 
grade institution, where the principles 
of mechanics are broadly taught. The 
graduate of the polytechnic institute, 
or other technical school, will find his 
diploma the key to a position. 


It should be clearly understood that 


education, in Itself, will no! produce 
the skilled workman or expert hand- 
worker. Education, to be of any use, 
must h.ive something to work upon— 
some r.atural ability in the first place. 
Without this basic material, the moat 
liberal education Is worthless, and cer- 
tainly has no commercial value. 
Aid» to Succetf. 


The boy of natural capacity, with a 


willingness to work, and an ambition 
to amount to something, finds that his 
education makes It much easier for 
h,im U> market his ability; and, fur- 
ther, it enables him to develop much 
more rapidly than he could hope to do 
if he entered the shop directly from 
the common school. The man is made 
from the boy, not the boy from the 
man. As the crude boy la shaped, so is 
the man likely to be. Therefore, the 
boy's educational years will probably 
be the most 
Important ones of his 


whole life. 


The world needs more skilled work- 


men and expert hand-workers. There 
Is room for many more than are now 
available. These men, far more than 
the business men, are the pushers of 
progress. They, with the farmer, are 
'producers of material commodities. 
They actually do something, something 
which contributes to 
the roundness 


and 
xv holeness of life. 


A liberal technical education is an 


asset: First, because it assists In de- 
veloping ambition; second, because it 
broadens the 
mind 
and 
makes 
it 


adaptable to the work of both 
the 


mln.l Rnd the hand; 
third, It disci- 


plines the mind, that the mind may 
the more master the muscle; fourth. It 
opens opportunity for advancement; 
fifth, it is economical, because it ona- 
bles the boy to accomplish more in a 
given time, after he is fairly started in 
his work, than he could possibly effect 
without this education, 
sixth, It fits 


him lor proprietorship. 


The blacksmith, unless he Is self- 


taught, at an expense far greater In the 
aggrefiute than is the cost of being 
school-taught. Is many times 
more 


likely to remain a Journeyman black- 
smith than Is his neighbor who has 
had the advantage of 
some sort of 


technical education. This trained man 
will uot long remain at the anvil 
In 


time, he will be master of many an- 
vils and of anvil men 
True, he may 


rise tc proprietorship without the aid 
of the technical school, but he will be 
promoted quicker with 
this 
school- 


taught education, and r:m hold his qwn. 
bettor than he can hopp to do other- 
wise 
This argument applies to other 


mechanical depottments, much 
more 


than it does to blacksmlthing. 
It is 


simply a question of going to one's 
work before the mind and 
hand are 


economically and practically trained, 
or of going at it with mind nnd hatm 
especially trained and disciplined to do 
that work in the most economical nnd 
satisfactory manner. 
Finding a Level. 


I am not unfamiliar with the criti- 


cism, which is sometimes merited, that 
the technical acuool-UiuglU boy lca\es 
the institute with u head out of pro- I 
portkm to 
his 
bod}, and 
considers J 


himself superior to manual lalioi. Un- 
doubtedly this Is tho case In altoujc'her 
too mi)uy Instances, but 1C the boy has 
the Hunt stuff In him tills big-headed- 
ness is only a tiansJc-m affliction, aud 
will do but temporary harm. The tech- 
nical school never made u wlso man 
out of a fool, never maclt* a mechanical 
genius out ol' a boy who could not saw 
u board straight, and never will. It 
simply gives the boy of parts a better 
opportunity to use what is iu him. 
That Is all U can do, and that is all 
It' should do. It is tho boy's business 
to do the rest. The more thorough the 
preparation, the greatei the chance of 
success. 


The rapid Increase In manual train- 


Ing schools In our cities and larger 
towns has done much to properly fit 
our boys, and especially our poor boys, 
for lucrative positions. School boards 
alt over the country, and even iu some 
of the smaller towns, are beginning to 
appreciate the usefulness of the tech- 
nical school, and are establishing man- 
ual training schools or classes. Not a 
few of 
our manufacturing establish- 


ments are supporting training schools, 
where the sons of workmen are edu- 
cated free of charge, or at nominal 
cost. 
x 


The future of American 
manufac- 


tures Is, to a large extent, vested in 
the 
manual-training aud 
technical 


school of to-day. America cannot hold 
the position she has worked HO hard to 
obtain, unless she does more than she 
ever has done before to educate the 
young in technical matters. 
Within 


the next few years I expect to see a 
technical or manual-training school 
located in every country center as a 
part of the educational system. What 
we have to do, we must do; but let us 
prepare for what we have to do, «o 
that what we have to do may be ac- 
complished at the minimum of exhaus- 
tion and at the maximum of effective- 
ness.

Wooden Wedding Celebration In the 


Woods—Amateurs Give "As You 
Like It"—A Fable of the Forest- 
Auction of Wooden Souvenirs— 
Progressive Solitaire Party for 
Bachelors and Bachelor Maids- 
Supper Served at Individual Tablee 
—"Reveries of a Bachelor" and 
"Spinster Book" as Prices. 


The possibilities for the celebration 


Of a wooden wedding are as numberless 
as the sands of the seashore. Wooden 
novelties are so easily obtained and de- 
tails which may make the entertainment 
novel are so easily carried out that this 
celebration of this fifth year of wedded 
life Is most attractive. 


At this season of the year a wooden 


wedding celebration can be made a bit 
unusual by having a forest as the set- 
ting for the affair 
If the host and 


hostess-to-be are fortunate enough to 
have a summer home in the country or 
near the water then these plans are half 
made. Gather together a few friends 
for an Informal evening by sending out 
Invitations printed on shavings and 
wrapped in green leaves, to bring out the 
forest idea. 


The rooms of the cottage must be dec- 


orated in branches and leaves, with 
leaves strung for curtains, if the enter- 
tainment may be celebrated near the 
house. Whether the forest yard of a 
summer home or the depth of the forest 
itself is chosen for the entertainment, 
amusement and novelty can be intro- 
duced by having an amateur production 
of some of the scenes in Midsummer 
Night's Dream or Forest of Arden scenes 
from As You Like It Where the friend- 
ships are close and the productions are 
given with a view to fun, nothing is more 
interesting than amateur theatricals, 
and this could easily be carried out in 
these scenes from Shakespeare, since 
historians tell us that the original pro- 
ductions of the work of the bard were 
given with no stage setting but those of 
nature. 


If the entertainment Is given in the 


forest, the 
refreshments, of course, 


must be of picnic style, and served imme- 
diately following the theatricals 
If in 


the yard of the home, the same Idea may 
be carried out. but If in the home, the 
dining room should be made as nearly 
like a forest as possible with its dec- 
orations of branches and leaves, Th>3 
table should be left bare, except for many 
green leaf dollies The centerpiece may 
be sticks crossed in imitation of the 
crane. Hang from this a small wooden 
bucket filled with wood vines or flowers. 
Light the table with green candles set in 
wooden candie sticks and shaded with 
green leaf shades. The refreshments 
may be as elaborate or as simple as the 
host or hostess chooses—a nut salad 
would be appropriate, as would potato 
chips, olives, chocolate or carmel ice 
cream, if the brown idea In carried out, 
pistache If the green, with chocolate 
cake and coffee and finally bon bons 
made to represent acorns. 


All of these must be served on wooden 


dishes with wooden knives and forks 
and spoons. 


If a contest Is desired the following, 


with the spaces to be filled in by names 
of woods, may be used: 


A Fable of the Forest.

One of the denominations which 1* ^ 


arranging to merge Its Interests with W 
the Congregational churches and the 
United Brethren, under a new name, is 
the Methodist Protestant, says the In: 
terior. The agencies of the missionary 
. 


activities of the Methodist Protestant 
church have received and disbursed 
1600,000 for missionary work, about 
$400,000 of this amount la the foreign 
field. With about $100,000 has helped 
to establish and maintain 73 churches, 
with property worth $600,000 and 6,600 
members, 
paying 
pastors' 
salaries* 


amounting to $26,000 and contributing 
to all purposes over $80,000 annually. 
Japan is at present its only 
foreign 


field, but arrangements are being made 
to send four missionaries to China 
very soon. 
The board has sent 26 


missionaries to Japan and the Wom- 
an's society perhaps half as many, and. 
the entire force in Japan at present, 
must number nearly 60, including pas- 
tors, evangelists, teachers and Bible 
women. The revival spirit pervades the 
churches. The mission workers are 
said to be greatly encouraged and the 
only real discouragement Is the lack of 
,_ 


men and means to Improve opportunl- l) 
ties. The Methodist Protestants in 
common with other 
Methodists In 


Japan, it ia said, are very desirous of 
a union of all the Methodism* there 
upou a basis adopted unalmously there 
and submitted for consideration by the 
mission 
authorities 
of 
the home 


churches. Two meetings of the joint 
commissioners appointed by the Meth- 
odist churches in-the United States and 
Canada have been held recently; but 
disagreement on the policy has thus 
far prevented the adoption of the baste 
of union.

Mr, Robert Galley, who was known 


during the '90s as a champion foot- 
ball player in Princeton, has for the 
past seven years been in charge of 
the Young Men's Christian association 
rooms at Tientsin, China, where the 
organization occupies what was form- 
erly a mandarin's palace containing 
100 apartments. Some of these rooms 
have been fitted up with scientific ap- 
paratus, and the Princeton secretary 
gives lectures upon electricity, astron- 
omy and, by the aid of a very large 
globe, upon geography. 
He has con- 


vinced the Intelligent young men ot 
Tientsin that an eclipse Is not caused 
by a great dog attempting to eat up 
the moon; that electricity can be pro- 
duced without an appeal to the thun- 
der god, and that China is not the only 
country on the globe. 
Mr. Galley is 


seeking a larger endowment for hia 
work and will doubtless get It, since 
it is through such agencies the isola- 
tion of the Celestial empire must be 
finally overcome.
